Browder in Radio Interview 


On Church, Home, Violence 


(The following is the full text 
of a radio interview given by 
Earl. Browder, Communist Party 
candidate for President, in Hartr 
ford, Con. on Oct. 6. The ques} 
tioner was Cedric W Foster, 
newspaperman in charge .of pub: 
lic relations for station WTHT 
which carried the interview.) | 


FOSTER: Well Mr. Browder, 
we have_heard a great deal of 
Communists advocating the .ov- 
erthrow of the United States 
government by force.

BROWDER: America was born 
as an indepéndent nation out 
of a conflict that arose between 
the. interests of the masses of 
the people on one side and the 
then existing government on the 
other: side. The Declaration : of 
Independence laid down the fun- 
damental revolutionary princi- 
ple that when such a conflict 
arises the people have the right 
and the duty to establish a new 
form of government tq guar- 
antee their future security.

German Educational Prestige Down |' 


BERLIN—Not satisfied with reducing the ndeiber of students 


in universities and 
the National- Socialist 
years from the curriculum 
The latest step in this curtail- * 
ment of the educational program 
for which Germany was once 
noted came recently with the 
announcement of the Minister of 
Education, Dr.. Bernard Rust, 
that the thirteenth year of the 
preparatory course will be com- 


pletely eliminated from next 
Easter onward. 


Already Cut 2 Years 

Last year a cut amounting to 
two years was made in a more 
indirect manner. The sixth day 
of the school week was abol- 
ished, with the students required 
to spend this time in athletics 
and training in Natiqnal-Social- 
ist “ideals.” 

An attempt was made ‘to con- 
ceal the eftect of this by retain- 
ing the six-day study plan, with 
fhe beginning of each six-day 
period coming on a different day 
each week. The school year, 
however, adds up to only thir- 
ty-three weeks compared to a 
previous, forty. At the end of 
the twelve years that remained 
in the preparatory study course, 
the loss adds up to another two 
years. 

Curtailment of the period of 
study preparatory to the univer- 
sities and technical schools has 
raised another problem which 
has been met in typical Nazi 
fashion. German universities 
have been noted in the past for 
their high academic standing, for 
which a large share of the cred- 
it-lay with the completeness of 
the student’s 
higher study. 


The Nazis want to conceal ‘the 


diminishing prestige of the uni- 
versities in this respect. Hence 


Dr. Rust has also announced that 


a university year with eleven 
months of study will soon be 
introduced, abolishing the long 
summer vacations. The purpose 
is, to make a certain pretense of 
overcoming the shortcomings 
which arise from the diminished 
preparation. 

However, the high rating of 
German universities has been 
based to a large extent on the 


|independent study and, research, 


carried on by the students dur- 
ing these long vacations. Length- 
ening the academic year only 
takes up slack of one place to 
leave it in another.

All of the immediate meas- 
ures proposed by the Commun- 
ists are aimed to protect the 
home. We do not think that the 
home can be maintained, how- 
ever, by making divorce more 
difficult. The proper way is to 
create conditions under which 
people wo’t. want divorce. Per- 
manent and healthy family life 
is best built upon the: secure 
possession by all people. of the 
material basis for the ‘family; 


that is, adequate housing, plen- 


ty of food and clothing, ’and an 
assured income. It is still true 
very often that when poverty 
walks in through the door love 
flies out of the window. Abolish 
poverty and the problem of di- 
vorce will largely disappear. 
FOSTER: Well, that seems to 
settle that, Mr. Browder. While 
we are on the subject of, Russia 
I want to ask you another ques- 
tion. It has always been my be-

Teachers’ Union 
Broadens Fight 
For Tenure Law 


In the face of numerous reac- 
tionary agencies, the American 
Federation of Teachers in Cali- 
fornia, with the unanimous sup- 
port of the recent convention of 
the State Federation of Labor in 
Sacramento, is “sponsoring a 
teachers’ tenure bill known as 
Amendment No. 11 on the No- 
vember ballot. 

Supporting this bill, and point- 
ing out the vicious “joker” in 
the so-called teachers’. tenure 
bill passed ‘by the last state leg- 
islature, the Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee of California Classroom 
Teachers, has instituted a cam- 
paign for support of the bill at 
the polls. 

Opposed By “Company Union” 

In a recent statement to the 
labor press, signed by Anga 
Bjornson, president, the com- 
mittee said: 

“1, The California Teachers’ 
Association, over seventy-five 
per cent of whose officers are 
administrators and not. class- 
room teachers, are actively op- 
posing this measure, 
having submitted it to a refer- 
endum of the teachers of the 
state, or even of a single large 
city like San Francisco. 

“2. The California Teachers’ 
Association is the largest teacher 
employment agency in the state 
because it is a company union 
and membership in it is almost 
compulsory. It reaps immense 
profit from the firing of teach- 
ers, for it collects from every 
teacher it places a commission 
of five per cent of her first 
year’s salary. 

Criminal Syndicalism “Joker” 


“3. In the teachers’ tenure 
law sponsored by the Califor- 
nia Teachers’ Association at the 
last legislature, a provision was 
quietly placed making criminal 
syndicalism one of the causes 
for dismissal. This is a direct 
attack on teachers’ rights as citi- 
zens and on freedom of class- 
room discussion. It is unjust 
discrimination, for neither teacher 
nor any other group of workers. 
should be singled out for special 
syndicalism legislation. 

“4. The Tenure Law passed 
'by the last legislature and ad- 
vocated by our company union, 
the California Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, has practically robbed Cal- 
ifornia teachers of civil service

Accurate account of the rebellion in the Portuguesz Navy 
that broke out on September 8th, is carried in a news release 
from the International of Seamen and Harbor Workers. 


The revolt broke out at 7:30 * 


a. m., aboard the advice-boat 
Alfonso de Albuquerque and the 
torpedo-boat Dao in Lisbon har- 
bor, with all the lower deck 
*rew of both ships and part of 
‘he non-commissioned officers 
aking part. 

As soon as the officers were 
overpowered by the men, both 
ships opened fire on the coast 
batteries. The latter replied and 
several shells hit the decks on 
both ships, causing heavy dam- 
age. Twelve sailors were killed 
and about 20 seriously wounded. 

The damage to the ships pre- 
vent the carrying out of the sail- 
ors’ plan to take their ships out 
of the river port of Lisbon. They 
were forced to surrender, and 
both crews were arrested. 

Hostility’ to Fascism 

The rebellion of the sailors ex- 
presses the growing hostility of 
the Portuguese people against 
the Salazar dictatorship, particu- 
larly in the navy, and further 
the people’s condemnation of the 
criminal attitude of the Fascist 
Salazaar government in aiding 
the Spanish Fascist revolt. 

True to the grand tradition of 
the seamen of Kronstadt, the 
French ‘sailors of the Black Sea 
Fleet, the Sailors of Kiel, Cat- 
taro and Spain—immortalized in 
the annals of the revolutionary

USE IN STRIKE 


Hits Organization 
Acting Against 
Trade Unions 


LOS ANGELES—Members of 
organized labor who are also 
American Legion members, are 
not going to stand for the Am- 
ercian Legion being used by 
its officials for strikebreaking 
purposes. 

“Union Labor Post 352 got 
alarmed when it read of re- 
norted vigilante activities by the 
Legion against the Salinas strike. 
The Union Labor Post wrote 
state leaders of the Legion to 
find out what truth there was in 
the charge against the Legion. 


State Adjutant Tom Wise de- 
nied that the Legion itself took 
part in vigilante activities but 
didn’t deny that individual Le- 
gionnaires took part. 


A resolution adopted by the 
Union Labor Post shows the de- 
termination of union men in the 
Legion not to stand for the or- 
ganization indulging in’ vigilan- 
te activities, but the resolution 
fails to make it clear that un- 
ion men in the Legion must 
fight against even individual Le- 
gionnaires acting against organ- 
ized labor. This is a serious ne- 
cessity.

the high school students were 
forced to make. 

She exhibited a gas bomb 
which:.was shot into the Labor 
Temple*:while a county supervi- 
sor was addressing a group: of 
workers. She also told that med- 
ical aid of any description was 
refused strikers or members of 
strikers’ families by the police, 
and upon orders of the police by 
doctors and drug stores. 

She explained that spirits of 
ammonia is the *only antidote 
for the poisonous gas fumes but 
that drug stores and grovery 
stores of Salinas were ordered to 
withdraw from sale all ammon- 
ia, so as to make it impossible 
for those gassed by the gunmen 
to get any kind of relief.
